Tbe gua, a solid, cumbrous affair of 
shout thre«-inoh c«lii>er. is swung 
sround so that ths muszle points in- 
board,aad tken the cbamber is s«rabbed 
o«t by tba riritpar bbasilf. who 
plalaly regarda avcry atcp of tMa pre- 
liminary work as of the greatest im- 
portance. Tbe number of times that 
this mas has missed his whale is so 
smaU tbaa b« «ah«a pride in his rec- 
ord; aad, ta addtttoa to his repatatioa, 
there is the value of the whalr, says 
a writer in Harper's. A good-sized 
whal* means $1,200 or so to himself, 
who, besides being skipper and har- 
pooner. is also owner of the ship and 
of the ^ying-out plant ashore.

In the Western States the Prohibi 
tionists are also very strong and grow 
ing in numbers and power.
